‘IN SYMPATHY WITH PEOPLE’ 


Declares Power of Financial Des- 
potism Passed When Currency 
Law Was Signed. 


SHERMAN PLEADS FOR ECONOMY 


Secretary of State William Jennings Bryan 
delivered a vigorous speech in Chicago last 
night defending President Wilson's aims and 
policies. He expressed perfect confidence itn 
the policies and declared the incoming of the 
administration was one of the signs of a new 
era in American politics—a period of fairness 
to the masses. 

Mr. Bryan's address was given at the Con- 
gress hotel at the annual dinner of the 
Chicago Real Estate board, with United 
States Senator L. T. Sherman, Mayor Har- 
rison, and Callistus 8. Ennis, president of 
the board, as the other speakers. More than 
800 Chicagoans, many of them prominent in 
commercial and political affairs, attended. 

Mr. Bryan referred repeatedly to the presi- 
dent's “ sympathy with the masses.” That. 

he remarked, was one of two importent 
— the other being that the president 

follows his conscience. And the results ot 
‘thie combination, he said, would prove that 
the best interests of the people at large are 
by no means incompatible with * best in- 
wren of business.

Much of the address dealt with the accept- 
ance by big business of the belief that 
Mr. Wilson means business. The speaker 
referred to the telephone voluntary dissolu- 
tion as meaning a cry of Don't shoot, we'll 
come down.” He scoffed at the talk of panic 
to follow reform. 


White House Uses Power. 

„ Tou don’t have to wait for the law to go 
into effect, he sald. Wall street used to 
send for the secretary of the treasury when 
trouble was threatened. But last summer 
the secretary went to the White House, and 
he didn’t stay long. And when he came out 
he said, “If any community needs help it 
needn't go to Wall street. It can come to 
Washington and get it. And the panic fold- 
ed its tent like the Arab and silently stole 
away. 

“If petty criminals violate the law we 
whip them to thé penitentiary. But if a few 
financiers band together to violate it we les 
them, lest worse befall. But, my friends, a 
few minutes after 6 the other night the power 
of the financial despotism passed forever 
from the United States and a nation was born 
free the next morning. We ought to have 
a thanksgiving day that we have a president 
who has put the White House on the side of 
the people. 

Two Kinds of Bankers. 

“There is an opposition whose members 
have not dared speak of the bone and sinew 
of the currency bill, but have told of the 
trifling imperfections on the skin. There are 
two kinds of bankers, those who bank for 
banking and those who ‘ bank’ for the ex- 
ploitation of our business. There are two 
kinds of railroad men, those who try to 
meet the needs of the public—and you 

needn’t worry if some of them are paid 
$100,000 a year, for it would take them fifty 
years to make $5,000,000—and the other kind. 
What we object to is paying a man $100,000 
a year and having him buy @ small road for 
himself for $2,500,000 and then seil it to his 
own road for $5,000,000. Such men could 
afford to pay for the privilege of being rail- 
road presidents. 


Interests Against Government. 


_ The new era in American politics is char- 

acterized by the transfer of powers from 
those who are interested in special privileges 
to those who have a common interest in the 
common wea!. The revolt against government 
by the interests has been growing for some 
years. It culminated when the issue divided 
the Republican party and made the electiop 
of President Wilson certain. Even before 
the election of 1912 the rules of the house had 
been changed in response to their demand, 
and an amendment providing for the pop- 
ular election of United States senators had 
been submitted to the states, 


Leader of the Movement. 

“My object in taking as my subject The 
New Era.’ is to bring to your attention the 
character of the man who, as president, is 
leading the movement and the nature of the 
questions which have already been acted 
upon, and those thus far outlined. President 
Wilson combines the two necessary qualities 
in the lead of such a movement—he follows 
his conscience and he isin sympathy with the 
masses. 

“No man can be trusted in high place, 
unless he has both the disposition and the 
courage to do what he believes to be right, 
and no man can lead the people unless he

URGE ALL TO REGISTER. 


Women have been invited to assume equal 
power with men in controlling local party 
affairs by the Seventh Ward Republican club. 
They have been formally asked to join the 
organization and exercise full voice in select- 
ing candidates and formulating party pol- 
icies. 

The Seventh warders are taking the lead 
among old party organizations in granting 
to women the full privileges intended by 
the equal enfranchisement law. 


Invitation to Women. 

A statement to voters, explaining the attti- 
tude of the ward club, was made public yes- 
terday. It was prepared by former Ald. 
B. W. Snow, and reads in part: 

** Every registered Republican voter in the 
Seventh ward is entitled to membership in 
the ward club, which constitutes the Repub- 
lican party organization of the ward, and 
may secure such membership by simply 
signifying a desire to be so enrolled. There 
are no dues and no formalities other than 
the expression of a desire to become so af- 
filiated. 

“The executive committee of the ward 
organization officially invites and will warm- 
ly welcome now and hereafter all women 
voters who desire to enroll themselves in 
the party organization, and upon such en- 
rollment they will acquire an equal voice in 
the management of party affairs in the ward. 
After Feb. 3, when women who register will 
thereby become voters, all women who de- 
sire to join the organization will be given 
the opportunity to take part in the manage- 
ment of the party machinery, and in such 
management women voters will be given 
equal right and power in controlling party 
organization, formulating party policies, 
selecting party candidates, and conducting 
party campaigns in the Seventh ward. 


Urge Women to Register. 

“The executive committee further takes 
this opportunity to urge that every woman in 
the ward who is qualified to become a voter 
shall register on Feb. 3. Unless she so regis- 
ters she will lose her rights as a voter to 
take any part in selecting the candidates for 
alderman who are to be voted for on April 3. 
Those who advise women not to register at 
that date would defraud them of this power, 
thereby compelling them to vote only for can- 
didates selected entirely by men voters. 

“The right of women to help select can- 
didates is a stronger guarantee of good offi- 
cials than is the limited right to vote after- 
ward only for those who have been selected 
by some one else.. Uniess registered on Feb. 
$ they can neither take part in the primary 
election to determine who shall be candi- 
dates, nor can they sign petitions for inde- 
pendent candidates. 

After Feb. 3 and before the primary the 
governing body, then consisting of both men 
and women voters, will formulate a definite 
municipal program. 

A committee, consisting of J. Scott Mat- 
thews, David F. Matchett, A. C. Metzgaer, B. 
W. Snow, John H. Helwig, Roy Lisch, and 
Isaac N. Powell, was appointed to arrange 
for codperation with women voters, to urge 
their registration and full participation in 
Republican activities.

Moyer said that he was too fatigued te 
see newspaper men, and Mr. Berger was 
forced to wait outside his room for half 
an hour before he could visit the miners’ 
leader. Federation Attorney Hilton joined 
Moyer, and it is presumied they reviewed 
the testimony which Moyer gave before the 
grand jury this afternoon. There was ne 
announcement of what the testimony was. 

Gov. Ferris did not see Moyer and so far 
no arrangements have been made for a con- 
ference. 


Moyer to Direct Strike, 

President Moyer announced he would re- 
main in Hancock indefinitely and direct the 
miners’ end of the strike.

DOUBLE MARINES 
ON MEXICAN coast |= 


— 


Naval Order Believed to Fore- 
‘east New Policy Planned 
by President. | 


HUERTA TROOPS DESERT. 
Dictator Unable to Pay and 
Orders Foreed Loans from 
Outlying Districts. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) | 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[ Special, ]— 
Four hundred marines, now stationed on the 
Isthmus of Panama, today were ordered to 
the east coast of Mexico. As soon as pracw 
ticable the marines will be distributed among 
the battleshps now assembled at Vera Cruz, 
and their arrival will practically double the 
available marine force in Mexican waters, 
The announcement of this doubling of the 
force of marines strengthened the growing 
impression that the administration is pre- 
paring to adopt a practical policy to take the 
place of the present attitude of rer for 
Huerta to yield. 
Considered in connection with other recent 
developments relating to the Mexican situa- 
tion, and particularly with reference to the

prospective strength of the American naval 
forces in the vicinity of Mexico, the large ad- 
dition to the force of marines is regarded as 
significant. 

Beyond the statement that the shifting of 
the marines was decided upon independently 
of any suggestion from either the president 
or the state department, Secretary Daniels 
had no explanation to offer of the action an- 
nounced. 


No Reason Offered for Move. 

It had previously been announced that the 
marines at Panama would be withdrawn, 
but that they would be sent to stations along 
the Atlantic coast of the United States, and 
no reason was offered today for the radical 
change if the plan. 

That ih was decided upon on short notice 
was ob¥ious from the fact that the battle- 
ship Mifinesota, which left for Mexico early 
in the Week, is to be deflected from its pres- 
ent course by wireless, and will proceed in- 
stead to Colon, Panama. There it will take 
on board the 400 marines and convey them to 
Vera Cruz and Tampico. 

The total force of marines on the east coast 
of Mexico available for landing at short no- 
tice, will be about 850 men, there being about 
450 already present on the ships. The latter 
number is the normal complement for the 
ships now on Mexican duty. 

The movement of the marines has given 
rise to the belief here that the larger force 
is being assembled with the distinct notion 
that it may be needed in Mexican waters be- 
fore sp:ing. 

Certainly the navy department would not 
consent to crowding the battleships with a 
double complement of marines unless it was 
feit there was likely to be urgent necessity 
for their presence in Mexico, according to 
well informed opinion here. 


Result of Lind Conference? 

That the increase of the marine force has 
grown out of the conference between the 
president and John Lind is the opinion in 
many quarters here. The movement of the 
marines has, of course, the approval of 
president, and there is some reason to 
lieve that the suggestion emanated mova 
from him or from John Lind. 

The impression has been growing here that 
Lind made a pessimistic report on condi- 
tions in Mexico at his conference at sea with 
President Wilson. It is understood the con- 
ference was sought by Lind, because he has 
accumuulated a definite set of notions as to 
the nature of the situation in Mexico, and 
the way the United States should treat it, 
and because he was growing impatient for an 
opportunity to put these ideas before Presi- 
dent Wilson in person. 


HUERTA MEN, UNPAID, DESERT. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] | 
Mexico City. Jan. 8.—The government is 


facing a most serious situation as the result 


of the wholesale desertions among the troops 
because they have not been paid. 

The heaviest blow received by Huerta’s 
war department came today when Capt. 
Montes went over to the rebels at Lampasas, 
taking with him several machine guns and 
a large quantity of ammunition. 

The federals at Zacatecas have been un- 
able to pay the troops owing to the fact that 
the merchants have refused to give silver 
chan e for bank notes. 

The federal commander, fearing that his 
men would desert and go over’to the enemy, 
assembled the local merchants and warned 
them that the notes would have to be ac- 
cepted or the garrison would be withdrawn. 
This warning was promptly heeded and 
the notes are now being accepted everywhere 
in the city. 


Forced Loans from Country, 

Along with the desertions and in line with 
Huerta’s announcement that he would get 
money where and how he could, reports of 
forced loans in outlying districts are being 
received with greater frequency. | 

In Morelos, the center of the Zapata activi- 
ties, it is reliably stated that the property 
owners have been informed they are expected 
to contribute more than 1,000,000 pesds 
($500,000). In Zacatecas the quota has been 
fixed at 270,000 pesos. The people 6f Mich- 
oacan have also been notified that they must 
contribute.

Grant Helped Buckner Financially.

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Newspaper Swindler Can Be 
Punished for Perjury. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan, &-—[Special.}— 
Just, equal, and undiscriminating enforce- 
ment of the law is imperative for the main- 
tenance of popular government. 

Because the press is the greatest conserver 
of American liberty, it is of the highest im- 
portance that any laws passed with respect 
to it shall be applied without fear and with- 
out favor. 

If a law adopted with respect to it is un- 
just and unequal, if it discriminates for or 
against any section or against any news- 
paper, ite enforcement will result in a decle- 
ration of unconstitutionality or prompt re- 
peal. 

The Supreme court of the United States has 
upheld the constitutionality of the law orig- 
inated by Congressman Barnhart of Indiana 
and amended by the senate, which provides, 
among other things, that daily newspapers 
shall file a sworn semi-annual statement of 
their circulation with the postoffice depart- 
ment. 


Law in Interest of Honesty. 

Obviously this law was and is in the inter- 
est of the honest newspapers which make an 
honest statement of their circulation. 

It was and is in the interest of the adver- 

tiser, since it requires all newspapers to file 
what purports to be an honest statement of 
their circulation. 
It was and is in the interest of the sub- 
scriber, for if the newspaper be honest as to 
its circulation the chances are that it will 
be honest in its presentation of news and 
views. 

According to the official letter signed by 
Third Assistant Postmaster General Dock- 
ery and published in THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
if a newspaper files an untrue statement as 
to its circulation, the postoffice department 
has the power to and will make an investiga- 
tion to determine the facts, and if the state- 
ment should be found to be false it will apply 
punishment. 


Admission of Power to Punish. 

This declaration is of first importance. 

It isa he. admission by the postal au- 
thorities of their possession of power to put 
an end to the swindling operations of de- 
honest publishers. 

It is a realization of the responsibility rest - 
ing upon the government to see that the 
statements filed are correct, since the gov- 
ernment’s failure to question the figures is 
generally accepted as a guarantee of their 
accuracy. 

The power vested in the postal authorities 
by the publicity law is so vast and far reach- 
ing as to require impartial enforcement, in 
which fear, prejudice, and politics shall play 
no part. The institution of an investigation 
by the postal authorities would, if known to 
the advertisers, at once cast suspicion upon 


—— ——ſ — 
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newspaper alike; to examine the circulation 
figures submitted and to investigate and pun- 
ish where it is apparent the figures are false. 

The fact that a certain organ has influence 
in a community should not deter them from 
calling it to account for falsifying its circu- 
lation. 

The fact that another organ is of the same 
political faith as the administration in con- 
trol of the government should have no 
weight with the officials in charge ot this 
matter. 

The fact that a third organ is attacking 
the admininstration should not in itself jus- 
tify an inquiry. 

In short, the only consideration that should 
rule is whether the figures are accurate or 
not. If they are not, then the law should be 
applied. 


Law Toheld; Then ForgottenP 

The publicity law was enacted on Aug. 24, 
1912. The Taft administration made ar- 
rangements for. its enforcement, issuing 
regulations and the like. An injunction of 
the Supreme court prevented action until 
the constitutionality of the statute was sus- 
tained last June. Since then only in a few 
cases has the department taken steps to 
compel newspaper publishers to tell the truth 
in their circulation statements. 

In faet, it is a current view in Washington 
that the administrative officers of the gov- 
ernment have so conducted themselves as | 
to nullify an act of congress and to overrule 
the Supreme court of the United States. 

These officers have the power to say 
whether or not they shall make an investiga- 
tion. They can be provided with evidence 
which establishes the falsity of the circula- 
tion claims of a newspaper, and yet they can 
delay or refuse to act thereon. They are in 
absolute control, with their consciences as 
the only guide. 


Duty of Postmaster General. 

Among the duties prescribed by the federal 
statutes for the postmaster general is the 
following: 

To superintend generally the business of 
the department and execute all laws relative 
to the postal service.” 

The oath of office taken by the postmaster 
general and his subordinate officers is as 
follows: 

“I, A. B., do solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that I will faithfully perform all the duties 
required of me, So help me God.” 


Doty to Require Accuracy. 

The law of 1912 compels daily newspapers 
to file sworn circulation statements. The 
letter of Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- | 
eral Dockery establishes that in his view the 
department has the power and it is its duty 
to require accuracy in these statements. 

Summing up the entire case as it now 
stands it is enough to say that the grave 
duty of the postal authorities is to see that 
every circulation statement filed in aecord- 
ance with the law gives accurate figures; 
and if they are not accurate to punish those 
guilty of perury and swindling.

End Trial at Buffalo by Pleading 
Guilty—Fines Assessed. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Jan. 8.—The trial of the 
American Redemption company of Rochester 
and its officers for alleged fraudulent use of 
the mails came to an abrupt end in federal) 
court today when pleas of guilty. Were entered 
and fines were imposed by Judge John R. 
Hagel. The company was fined $8,000; Ed- 
ward J. Morley, president, $2,500; and J. Bur- 
ton Warren, the secretary. $4,000. 


Electrification of Railroads 
Given as Necessary in 
Engineer’s Findings. 


NOW STUDYING COSTS, 


Prepare Plans Showing the Most 
Economical Substitute for 
Steam Engines. 


The preliminary report of the committee 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce on 
smoke abatement and electrification of rail- 
way terminals, made public yesterday, ad- 
mits the mechanical possibility of electrifica- 
tion. The committee is continuing ite study 
of the estimated cost of electrification of 
every railway entering Chicago. 

The preliminary report says the pollution of 
the atmosphere has been traced te its 
sources. These facts will be presented in a 
separate report to the association. 


Electric Engines Available. 

The committee has been Investigating forms 
of locomotives which might be substituted 
for the steam engines. W. M. F. Goss, dean 
of the college of engineering of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, who has acted as chief engi- 
neer for the committee since the death of 
H. G. Burt last May, declares suitable elec- 
trical locomotives are available, but other 
questions must be settled before a final 
recommendation is made. 

The committee is actively at work upon 
the practicability and the cost of complete 
electrification,”’ says the preliminary report. 


Changes in Structures Studied. 
“The changes in existing structures, such ae

Mr. Reinberg said the campaign to raise 
teachers salaries apparently had been taken 
up by the superintendent and some of the 
members of the board before it was known 
how much money the board would have. He 
arranged to have the finance committee en- 
larged to admit some of the women members 
of the board so the teachers might be told 
by the women members where the money of 
the board is going. 


Reinberg Cites Condition. 
15 has! we don't raise the teachers’ salaries 

Mr. Reinberg said, the blame will al! 
sae on us. It was a fine thing for Mrs. Young 
to say that we could do a handsome thing for 
the teachers. Our normal increase in ex- 
penses will be $500,000. We have raised the 
high school teachers about $300,000 and more 
than 30 per cent of them have been left out 
of that and will be discontented until the 
raise is given them. 
“Mrs. Young says she won't ask for an 
increase for them. She says she will leave 
that to the board. So the board again will 
get the blame. 
We get $375,000 from the state. Our tax 
levy adds a couple of hundred thousand more 
and we had $100,000 left over this year. But 
with the increased expenses I can't see how 
we can give the teachers a raise. It would 
be a fine thing to raise them this year and 
then lower them next because we did not 
have enough to pay the increase!

Butchers Tell Clubwomen 
Color Distinguishes TWO 
Meats. 


When is dried beef not dried beef?” |

‘It is important that you should know the 
difference,” explained Michael O'Donnell, 
the lecturer. ‘‘ There is considerable of 
the horse material being sold in Chicago. It 
is imported from foreign countries and there 
are some customers who are not particular 
which they get. We do not handle the 
‘horse’ variety, however. 

„ Sometimes it is hard for an expert butch- 
The final test is the 
difference in meat fiber. The common way 
for the housewife to tell is the color. The 
horse meat is usually darker than the beef. 
That is because the horse flesh will not take 
up the saltpeter. But it also frequently 
happens that beef will not absorb the salt- 
peter.“

Rule Is Restored.

All “commission” features were elim!- 
nated yesterday from the ordinance consoll- 
dating the city bureaus having to do with 
public utility corporations. 

The sections placing the new department 
under the direction of the city electrician, 
the city controller, and « commissioner of 
‘public utilities were amended to provide that 
the department shall be presided over by « 
commissioner of public service. It will be 
known as the department of public service. 
Ald. Charles E. Merriam was instrumental 
in having the commission idea stricken 
out. 


Merriam Points Out Danger. 

He argued that the creation of sucha body 
would pave the way, if the city regains home 
rule over the utility corporations, for the 
establishment of a local public utilities com- 
mission that would have all the regulatory 
powers not possessed by the council. 

There was unanimous agreement that such 
a situation should be avoided. Although he 
did not approve of the further step, his asso- 
ciates in the matter also ordered the drop- 
ping of the words public utilities in the 
title of the department and substituted the 
words public service,“ to limit its apparent 
scope. 


Extends vil Service Rule. 

Merriam was the father of another impor- 
tant change which was incorporated. This 
was a provision that the heads of the four 
bureaus in the department shall be selected 
through civil service methods, They include 
the existing bureaus of local transportation, 
headed by Michael Buckley; gas inspection, 
headed by W. H. Wilcox; and telephone su- 
pervision, an examination for which was held 
recently. The fourth is the proposed bureay 
of electric light and power inspection pro- 
vided for by the Commonwealth-Edison or- 
dinance. 

Buckley and Wilcox are not under civil 
service, and would lose their jobs as soon as 
examinations had been held. A proposal to 
include a complaint bureau was defeated, and 
a motion to create the post of deputy wz 
sioner wae lost.

The. curbstone forecast is that if the utlli- 
ties board accepts the position which Assist- 
ant Counsel Normyle takes there will be a 
fine row, which in itself would be sufficient 
to precipitate the much threatened court at- 
tack upon the constitutionality of the utili- 
ties act and upon the legal composition of the 
board, whose members are serving without 
having been confirmed by the state senate.

The company 
pays 3 per cent of the gross revenue each 
year to the city of Chicago under the amend- 
ed franchise. The public utilities commis. 
sion took the matter under advisement. 


Call for Accident Report. 

W. W. Gurley and J. R. Guilliams, repre- 
senting the Chicago Railways company, ap- 
peared before the commission in the morn- 
ing. They were directed peremptorily by 
Acting Chairman Thompson to file a com- 
plete accident report, with names of injured 
and of witnesses, before next Tuesday morn- 
ing. The commission also indicated that it 
will consider accidents reported from the 
various elevated railroad companies. 

Citizens of Crete won a decision when they 
secured from the commission an order on 
the Chicago and Interurban railroad to fur- 
nish suitable depot accommodations in place 
of the present freight car used as a depot. 

From Joliet came a request lodged with

His Honor Anxious to Find Out 


N Their Real Attitude on 
the Underground 
System. 


The title of the Chicago harbor and subway 
commission probably will survive the official! 
demise of the body for several months. Mayor 
Harrison’s formal acceptance of the resig- 
nations of the three engineers and the secre- 
tary is expected today, but the harbor situa- 
tion may require the creation of a dummy 
commission. 

The contract for the substructure of the 
combination freight and passenger pier north 
of the river mouth provides in several places 
for supervision by the harbor and subway 
commission. For that reason two city om - 
cials may be made ex cfficio members of the 
titular commission, and E. C. Shankland, one 
of those who resigned, may be made the third 
member, as Mayor Harrison has indicated 
his desire to have him complete the plans for 
the superstructure for the pier. 

“I haven't had an opportunity to consider 
that phase of the matter at any length,” said 
the mayor, and it will have to be consid- 
ered by the law department. 


Smoke Out the L Roads. 


Another aftermath of the resignation of 
the commission was the mayor’s announce- 


ment that he was going to “ smoke out 


the elevated railroads on the subway ques- 
tion. 

The most significant thing about the pres- 
ent situation.“ he said, is that the elevated 
roads have faded away so far as submitting 
a subway proposal is concerned. Instead 
of planning a downtown subway to do away 
with the loop we are granting additions to 
the loop. The explanation lies in the com- 
munity of interest between these roads part 
the surface lines.“ 

His plan of smoking out the L' lines : 
is to have the law department press legal

Elevated Official Replies. 

“ The local transportation committee asked 
me to submit a proposal on the t terms for a 
lease of a subway if the city should build 
one,” sald Gflbert E. Porter, counsel for 
the Chicago Elevated railways. ‘“‘ There are 
a number of big questions involved in con- 


| sidering that subject, and one of them is 


whether we could go into subways for a lease 
of fifteen years. The city has told us it 
cannot grant more than a twenty year fran- 
chise including the construction period. 

I trust the mayor has not forgotten the 
offers of the elevated roads in connection 
with the through routing ordinance. That 
was that they would go into subways and pay 
a reasonable rental to the city. The council 
struck that provision out of the ordinance. 

“There was another offer to build the 
subways upon a grant sufficient to amortize 
the investment. Mayor Harrison is quoted 
today as saying he has concluded that noth- 
ing can be accomplished so long as the twen- 
ty year limitation stands and that state legis- 
lation must be obtained for a longer period. 
When we made that point before, the alder- 
men refused to consider it.”

CITY'S GREATEST PROBLEM 


Say Municipal Officials Should Take 
Initiative with Tact and 
Forcefulness. 


BELIEVE ROADS WOULD CO-OPERATE 


Walter L. Fisher, former secretary of the 
interior, who was employed as attorney for 
the citizens’ terminal committee, and Bion 
J. Arnold, engaged as engineer, made à re- 
port to their employers which was given out 
yesterday. They review the negotiations be- 
tween the Pennsylvania group of roads and 
the city with reference to the proposed west 
side terminal. 

These two men urge that “now is the 
time tor a solution of the whole terminal 
question in Chicago. They point out thet 
the Pennsylvania application furnishes “ the 
opportunity to take the first step towards 
the solution of what in many respects is our 
greatest municipal problem.” 


Terminals Too Complicated. . 

“The postponement of further considera- 
tion of the pending ordinances,” reads the 
report. should enable you and others to.¢ci- 
rect attention more effectively to this great 
need of simplifying and unifying our gen- 
eral railroad terminal situation, which is the 
| Question of overshadowing importance in 
this whole matter. ö 

The two main aspects of the pending ordi- 
nance are summarized in the report as fol- 
lows: 

First. the opportunity for adopting and 
taking the first important steps in a compre- 
hensive treatment of our railroad terminal 
problem which is offered by this application 
of these important railroads for the consent 
of the city to the establishment of new 
passenger and freight facilities; and 

Second. the importance of seeing that 
the provisions of any ordinance now to be 
passed are right in themselves and are not 
in conflict with a correct solution of the 
terminal situation as a whole.” 


Some of the Mistakes. 

Some of the mistakes which the council 
committee has made to date in dealing with 
the terminal situations are, cited by the ex- 
perts in the following paragraph: 

We deeply regret that the great question 
of solving our general railroad terminal sit- 
uation through the interchange of railroad 
tracks and properties, the gradual with- 
drawal of unnecessary terminals from the 
center of the city, and the inauguration of 
thorough-routing, especially for suburban 
service, has received no adequate attention 
from the council committee or the city ad- 
ministration. The lessons so slowly and so 
expensively learned with respect to through- 
routing on our street and elevated railroads 
are still unlearned with respect to the su- 
burban and through-traffic of the railroads 
which are now operated by steam. 

Many of our city officials are still de- 
luded by the belief that obstacles in the way 
of the free movement of transportation with- 
in and through the city are somehow to the 
advantage of Chicago. They do not yet 
see that these obstacies and the expense, 
discomfort, and delay they entail upon our 
own people of the Greater Chicago are a 
needless burden imposed upon our people 
as a whole for the benefit of the comparati\e- 
ly small class who own property or do busi- 
ness at the points of congestion.” 


Committee Commended. 

The council committee, however, ig com- 
mended for several acts. The two respectsin 
which the committee made substantial prog- 
ress was in thestraightening of the river and 
in depressing the tracks to be located west of 
Canal street. The report gives the impres< 
sion that the roads may yet be prevailed upon 
to move the location of the proposed station 
from Adams and Harrison street.
